It is assumed that the American situ- 
ation will be discussed at this meeting 
and Germany's decision framed. 


WASHINGTON, APRIL 
20.—Ger- 


man Ambassador Von Bernstorff dis- 
cussed with Secretary of State Lans- 
ing today the possibility of averting 
l break between Germany and the 
United States. 


The conference lasted 25 
minutes. 


The ambassador obtained the secre- 
tary's views on steps necessary to 
make Germany's submarine campaign 
conform to this country's idea of in- 
ternational law and humanity. 


fAltho the ambassador refused to 


comment on the talk, which be said 
was entirely "confidential," it is un- 
derstood that as a result of the con- 
ference he does not take a hopeless 
view of the situation. 


It is known Secretary Lansing was 


given good reason to believe that an- 
other incident such as the Sussex dis- 
aster will not occur while the present 
negotiations are being conducted. 


It was pointed out to Lansing that 


since the United States has asked for 
a distinct change of policy in German 
submarine warfare there will natural- 
ly have to be numerous conferences of 
officials in Berlin. 


The ambassador believed today he 


•would not have long to wait for word 
from Berlin regarding steps he should 
•take-in the situation. 


Wireless Stations Guarded. 


That marines had been ordered to 


guard the big German-owned wireless 
stations at Tuckerton. N. J., and Say- 
ville, N. Y., was officially admitted to- 
day. 


The reason was not announced, but 


It was suggested that move was made 
both to protect the stations from any 
anti-German demonstrations and 
to 


permit of American seizure of them 
in case of a break with Germany. 


Secretary Daniels explained today 


that one or two marinos have been 
kept at both stations for some time. 
As for the Increase 
in number,

said: 


"They are just to watch. 
It may 


be just an excess of caution—to have 
a few more than we need." 


The marines will not seize the sta-

Will Not Embarrass President. 


Senate Leader Kern of Indiana, an 


early caller at the White House today, 
said he thot there was no disposition 
oil the part of congress to discuss the 
international situation in any way, but 
every disposition to leave the presi- 
dent unembarrassed in handling the 
crisis. He said that inasmuch as the 
note had already gone to Germany, 
talk in congress couicl do no good and 
might possibly do harm. 


In reply to criticisms like that of 


Senator Gore (Dem ) that tlie presi- 
dent is risking war "because a fev.r 
rash Americans insist on traveling on 
armed vcs.sels," it was pointed out at 
the White House today that the con- 
troversy has shifted emirely 
away 


from the "armed merchantmen" angle 
as a result of. the aUack on tiic Sus- 
sex. 


The Sussex was neither armed nor 


a merchantman. She was a passenger 
ferryboat, accoiding

The waste matter 
which they threw off acted as au in- 
ubator for the bacteria which it car- 
ried. Flies and other insects, but es- 
pecially (lies, swarmed around the filth 
sinks and fed. They wre a friabtful 
annoyance at meal time, and they 
were* the army's most deadly enemy 
for they distributed dangerous genus 
among all the men. As a result fever 
and bowel diseases became almost an 
epidemic. As a nation wo wero taught 
a solemn lesson about tbo menace ot 
insects. Our army medical men learned 
more in tho Philippine H, in Cuba, in 
Porto Rico and in the Canal Zone 
about the relation of flii-s, mosquitoes 


lico to the spread of disease than 


J*art previously been learned in two or 
chrcc thousand years.

of view. 


Jt is safe to say that if this com- 


munity should cooperate ami act at 
onco so as to clean up the town thor- 
oughly, with special attention giv<n 
to tho breeding places of flies, the 
average of serious illness here would 
be reduced 50 per cent for the months 
of June. July, August and September. 


Such a clean-up campaign is not im-
